Returns of the 
country’s 
ava­ 
lanche of votes for president, as 
cast in Tuesday’s election, had not 
been completed tonight, three full 
days after the close of the polls, 
The 
count, 
including 
today’s 
straggling returns, disclosed a total 
of 35,439,715 votes had been cast 
for the two major party candidates, 
while the number cast for minor 
party candidates had not been tabu­ 
lated. 
This is the greatest vote 
ever recorded. 
Herbert Hoover’s vote was in 
creased today to 
20,812,912, 
the 
highest number ever polled by any 
candidate. 
Alfred E. Smith s tot a 
stood at 14,626.803, the biggest vote 
ever polled by a Democratic can­ 
didate. 
Mr. Hoover’s plurality on 
the tabulation of tonight’s returns 
was 6,186,109. 
While there remained 4,962 elec­ 
tion precincts to be recorded, the 
results 
will 
not 
be 
materially 
changed but they are expected to 
swell the total vote to slightly 
be more than indicated in the Associ­ 
ated Press estimate made ten days 
before 
election. 
Registration 
of 
qualified voters was placed at that 
time at 43,084,257, but it was calcu­ 
lated on the basis of previous elec­ 
tions 
that qualified 
voters who 
would not register 
their 
ballot, 
either voluntarily or involuntarily, 
would result in a total vote of 
more than 36,500,000. 


Catania, Sicily, Nov. 9— (ZP)— 
Another Sicilian village has fall­ 
en prey to the all-devouring lava 
which continues to pour 
from 
Mount Etna. 
Nunziata 
tonight 
was undergoing the same fate as 
its 
neighbor 
village 
Mascall, 
which already 
was 
completely 
burned and buried under the ad 
vanclng flow. 
Only a part of Nunziata 
had 
been destroyed, but it had been 
completely evacuated by its 
in­ 
habitants who feared the 
same 
fate that overtook three men 
of 
Mascall whose escape 
was 
cut 
off while they slept, by the 
ad­ 
vancing lava streams. 
The smoking 
volcano 
was 
| more active 
tonight 
than 
for 
some hours. The principal fiery 
stream that it had disgorged had 
reached a point only sixty meters 
from the railway station of Mas- 
cali and was proceeding inexor­ 
ably onward at a rate of five met­ 
ers an hour. The northern stream 
of lava had Joined this larger and 
central one. The third and so lith­ 
er most stream w-as within a 
few 
hundred feet of 
the 
railway 
bridge at Giarre and advancing 
at the rate of 32 feet an hour. 
The spirit of

Sicilians, 
who have dwelt for generations 
in the shadows cast by this giant 
who periodically has roused itself 
to real destruction, is undaunted 
The inhabitants of Mascall have 
been comforted by the 
govern 
ment’s promise to rebuild their 
town. The plan calls for the’ con­ 
struction of from 200 to 300 new 
houses at government

as soon as the eruption can

pronounced definitely at an end.

MCillion Dollar Damage 
Caused by Flame; Is 
Burning Fiercely 


Los Angeles. Nov, 9—(ZP)—While 
deputy sheriffs fought back long 
lines of sightseers attracted by a 
100-foot torch of flame, several 
hundred men tonight battled the 
second outlaw well fire 
in

Santa Fe Springs oil field which 
■was ignited when it came as a 
gasser this morning.

The Texas, 
Union, General Petroleum, Associ­ 
ated and Wilshire Oil companies 
will be represented at a general 
meeting of operators in the field 
tomorrow called to organize a fire­ 
fighting campaign. 
As pipe-fltters worked tonight to 
prepare the long lines of steam 
and mud lines, other men attached 
cables to derricks considered in 
danger, and trucks pulled the tow­ 
ering structures down. 
One der­ 
rick fell on its own accord early 
this morning when the blast of the 
well coming in and the explosion 
which followed shook the founda­ 
tions from beneath 
the 
nearby 
structure. 
Steel Derrick Melts. 
The explosion shook the nearby 
towns of Norwalk, 
Downey 
and 
Whittier with the force of an earth­ 
quake. 
Dishes were 
hurled 
off 
shelves and. in Norwalk, H. E. H er­ 
rick, oil paper publisher, was toss­ 
ed from his bed. 
The steel derrick over the Bell 
View was reduced 
to a 
molten 
mass soon after the gas was .ignit­ 
ed. 
Friction of gravel against the 
casing of the well was blamed for 
{he starting of the fire. 
Only six days ago engineers suc­ 
ceeded in capping the Getty Oil 
company gushed in the same field 
after it had burned for more than 
forty days. 
Th© Getty well also 
was ignited almost at the same 
time it cam© into production. The 
two wells are within a few hundred 
feet of each other and fire fighting 
equipment from the other well was 
rushed to the scene o f,the second 
blaze.

INSURANCE IS 
DECLARED VOID 


Court Ruling Is Against 
Payment of Policies 
of Albert Snyder 


New York, Nov. 9—(/P)—A su­ 
preme court ruling today nullified 
the insurance of 
$95,000 
which 
Mrs. Ruth Snyder took out on the 
life of her husband, Albert Snyder, 
for whose murder she 
and 
her 
lover. Henry Judd Gray, were exe­ 
cuted. 
Supreme Court Justice Mahoney 
who handed down the decision, 
ruled that though there was no 
evidence 
that 
Mrs. Snyder was 
thanking of killing her husband 
when she took out the insurance, 
still she got the policies by deceit 
and for that reason they were null 
and void. 
So the Snyders’ young 
daughter, Lorraine, 
will 
receive 
only the amount of the premius 
paid—$1.652.28— instead 
of 
the 
va hie of the policies. 
The policies were 
taken 
out 
more than a year before Snyder 
was killed. 
Mrs. Snyder arranged 
an interview between her husband 
and LeRoy Ashfield, an agent for 
the Prudential Life Insurance com­ 
pany, but Snyder agreed to take 
only a policy for $1,000. which has 
been paid without question 
Two Kelpies Void.* 
It was brought out at the trial, 
however, that Ashefleld got him to 
sign both the application for the 
$1,000 policy and another blank 
application, and that Ashfield then 
traced Snyder’s 
signature 
on a 
third application. 
The blank ap­ 
plications were filled in. one for 
$5,000. and the other for $45,000, 
the latter having a clause doubling 
the amount in case of death by 
violence. 
Justice Mahoney ruled that the 
two larger policies were void in 
that Snyder never knew of their 
existence and therefore they never 
took effect in the eyes of the law. 
He held that the insurance com­ 
pany should not be made to pay 
them, hence it was evident thut 
Snyder had not entered into the 
contract himself.

••YOU W ILL fight, you older 
people,” said the young man, “to 
the last drop of our blood.” 
The spirit expressed in that re­

New York— “The Unknown W ar­ 
rior,” translated from the French 
of Paul Raynal. 
In this play the youth of the 
world, sent out to die horribly in 
muddy battlefields, 
turns 
and 
flings a bitter taunt at the older 
men who made the 
war 
inevit­ 
able. 
It expresses the cynicism 
of the soldier who 
finds 
how 
easy it is far those who do not 
have to do the fighting to be pa­ 
triotic. 
Perhaps it isn’t a bad play for 
us to think about, even though 
we are enjoying now the piping 
times of peace. 
For 
we 
shall 
have, in the coming year or so, a 
number of decisions to make that 
may have a profound effect on 
the continuation of that peace. 
The naval question, complicat­ 
ed by a 
smouldering 
ill-fe:!ing 
and rivalry, will come up again. 
So will the question of interven­ 
tion in Latin America. 
So will 
various other problems that have 
to do more or less directly with 
the question of continued pence. 
And, in considering them, we 
might keep in mind that we who 
decide them will not be the ones 
who pay the price if we 
decide 
badly. 
It is easy, for instance, to de­ 
mand that our government take 
a “ firm stand” whenever trouble 
arises in Latin America. 
Easy to 
demand it; but what do you sup­ 
pose are the feelings of the young 
marines who bleed to death in 
damp tropical jungles when this 
"firm stand” goes into effect? 
It Is easy to insist that we defy 
European powers and 
build 
a 
mighty navy, 
regardless. 
But 
suppose that course leads to war; 
what do you think will be 
the 
emotions regarding our attitude 
in the fire-room of a battleship 
when an exploding shell lets the 
compressed steam out to scald a 
hundred sailors to death? 
There are those who insist we 
ought to deal bluntly with Mexi­ 
co. sending an army across 
the 
Rio Grande 
and 
"taking 
the 
country over and civilizing 
it.” 
In some ways that is an inspir­ 
ing thought; but will the inspira­ 
tion seem quite as beautiful to a 
doughboy who is left on the des­ 
ert to die of thirst with a bullet 
in his lungs? 
All of this, of course, doesn't 
mean that we must scrap our na­ 
vy. disband our army and become 
out and out pacifists. 
But 
it 
•bonld remind us that big words 
and blind flag waving can aome- 
tlmes have damnable effects. We 
who make the decisions will be 
safe enough. 
The lads who are 
now entering high 
school 
may 
have to pay a steep price, how­ 
ever. if we decide unintelligently. 
For, in our patriotism, we un­ 
doubtedly would fight to the last 
drop of their blood.

for other facilities other courses

practical training in woodwork­

prlntin. In the seventh grade, an

Babson Park, Mass., Nov. 9— 
“Our present prosperity is fully 
as much an effect of peaceful la­ 
bor conditions as it is a cause of 
these conditions. It is true that 
labor troubles tend to diminish 
when wages are high and general 
business prosperous, which is the 
condition that has prevailed over 
the past five years. 
It is even 
more true, however, that business 
can only 
be 
truly 
prosperous 
when there is a conscious spirit 
of co-operation 
between capital 
and labor. 
Statistics show that 
the number of strikes and look­ 
outs have decreased 94 per cent 
from 1919 to 1927. When we con­ 
sider this enormous burden that 
has been removed from industry 
our present prosperity appears as 
a natural consequence. 
Business 
cannot flourish 
when 
a 
heavy 
load of costly, wasteful, efficiency 
sapping 
strikes 
and 
lock-outs 
bear it down. 
Their blighting in­ 
fluence affects every industry and 
every family. Management, work­ 
ers, stockholders, and the public 
share equally 
in 
paying 
their 
enormous cost. 
“One of the most encouraging 
signs for the continued prosper­ 
ity of the country, therefore, is 
the fact that our labor troubles 
have fallen to the lowest 
level 
since 1914. 
In 1927 there were 
only 364.000 strikes or lock-outs 
compared with 4,160,000 In 1919. 
There is increasing evidence that

While it may work to 
the immediate efficiency and re­ 
duction of costs to dismiss long 
service employees when concerns 
are merged, it is extremely ques­ 
tionable whether the ill-will en­ 
gendered by this process is justi­ 
fied by the immediate 
savings.

Training of Foremen Highly 
Important. 
The man who comes 
in most 
direct contact with the workers 
in a manufacturing plant is the 
foreman. 
It is the foremen who 
can make or break the labor re­ 
lations of any company. 
Hence 
the problem of management 
Is 
to keep the foremen so Interest­ 
ed in the broader 
principles 
of 
co-operation and efficiency 
that 
they will use their influence to 
the best advantage. Many plants 
have adopted the conference plan 
whereby foremen meet together 
with the executives to discuss the 
ways and means of reducing tu rn ­ 
over and increasing good will and 
efficiency. 
In many plants there 
are 
‘foreman-training 
courses.’ 
which have been very successful. 
It Is generally recognized that too 
heavy labor turn over is very ex­ 
pensive. 
The cost 
of 
training 
newr men is great. 
This does not 
mean that the foreman with the 
lowest turnover is necessarily the 
most efficient, for a certain mea­ 
sure of change in 
personnel 
is 
almost 
Invariably 
beneficial, 
since it means the weeding out of 
the inefficient. It is obvious, nev­ 
ertheless, that the foreman who 
shows an unduly high labor tu rn ­ 
over in his department is some­ 
where at fault and is costing the 
companv money. In a recent study 
of the problem the Metropolitan 
Life Insurance Company pointed 
out several ways by which tu rn ­ 
over control can be exercised by 
the foreman. 
Five of 
these 
I 
consider of paramount 
import­ 
ance, as follows: 
“ I. Give a square deal. Do not 
show favoritism. 
“ 2. Take a personal interest in 
employees. Demonstrate this in­ 
terest by seeing that each person 
receives all the benefits to which 
he Is entitled. 
Study men. their 
qualifications, and their peculiar 
ities to avoid misfits. 
“ 3. Develop leadership. 
Em 
ployees respect and stay with 
leader who they feel is looking 
out for their legitimate interests 
“ 4 Have a department promo 
tion policy. 
Such a policy when 
generally understood will help to 
build up morale. 
U t employees 
know what they must do to be in 
line for promotion. 
“ Adjust complaints and griev­ 
ances. 
Clear up misunderstand­ 
ings and false rumors. Many com 
plaints can be handled without 
embarrassment to any one. P re­ 
sent management policies In 
an 
understandable way. 
“ Above all the foreman should 
not grow careless in these res­ 
pects simply because there is now 
an abundance of labor ready to 
replace those who are 
dissatis­ 
fied. 
By so doing he will build 


ers give this matter the attention 
it deserves and try to devise ways 
of providing for these 
innocent 
victims of the merger movement, 
the public may little by little ac­ 
quire the idea that all mergers 
are inhuman and mercenary and 
against the public welfare.

made available at lower prices for 
all people. 
“ Employers, on the other hand, 
must keep in mind that reason­ 
ably high wages 
are 
the

safeguard to continued

In this present period of 
abundant labor they should not 
become careless of their relations 
with their employees, nor use the 
labor surplus as a means of low­ 
ering wage standards.

New Type Cowling fpr 
Radial Airplane Motors 
Increases Horsepower 


BV COLEMAN B. JONES 
(Associated Presa Selenoe Editor) 
Washington, Nor. 9—(/P)—Devel­ 
opment of a new form of cowling 
for radial air-cooled engines which 
adds more than 30 per cent to the 
effective horsepower of airplanes 
in flight, was announced today by 
the national 
advisory 
committee 
for aeronautics. 
This accomplishment is regarded 
by Dr. Josep 6. Ames, provost of 
John Hopkins university and chair­ 
man of the committee, together 
with other members, including the 
experts representing the army and 
navy, as the most valuable single 
contribution to airplane efficiency 
since the war. 
Saves Gasoline. 
Costing only about $25 lf in­ 
stalled as standard equipment oil 
a plane at the factory, Its total 
cash value to the industry and the 
public is described as Incalculable. 
Figured in terms of horsepower 
required to produce the increased 
speed it allows, they estimate it 
represents a minimum of $1500 a 
plane, while, by making possible, 
in a ease of a 200 horsepower en­ 
gine capable of driving a plane at 
a rate of 125 miles per hour, at­ 
tainment of the same speed at 166 
horsepower, It means a saving of 
three gallons of gasoline for each 
hour of flight. 
The new cowling device, which 
resembles a large bowl with .the 
bottom knocked out to make room 
for the propeller shaft, is placed 
over tile engine. 
It Is the first re­ 
sult of a cowling and cooling in­ 
vestigation undertaken by the sci­ 
entific staff of the committee’s lab­ 
oratory at Langley Field, Va., soon 
after the completion there early 
this year of the $150,000 propeller 
research tunnel. 
In effect, it covers the entire 
engine, but lets In sufficient air 
at the front to cool the cylinders. 
This air flow is controlled In such 
a manner that It Issues from the 
rear of the cowling in a smooth 
stream around the fuselage. 
The 
device thus cuts down the air re­ 
sistance. or drag, of the machine 
In flight while 
assuring 
proper 


functioning of the engine. 
Teste Show Success. 
The design finally worked out 
was found to reduce the dragging 
effect of the engine to 75 pounds 
at IOO miles an hour, with or with­ 
out a propeller spinner, as com­ 
pared with 125 pounds with the 
engine uncovered. 
Establishment 
of the Ineffectiveness of a spinner 
was regarded as facilitating great­ 
ly the usefulness of the device by 
eliminating a complicating element 
In the repairing of engines. 
By 
making the 
cowling In 
several 
pieces, It was explained, it could 
be readily removed for such work. 
Flight tests were made with a 


Curtiss army tmrsult training plane 
equipped With « $00 horsepower 
Wright “Whirlwind" engine 
As 
heretofore used, with the cylinders 
out around the nose of the fuse­ 
lage just behind the propeller, the 
maximum speed of this machine 
was found to be 11$ miles en hour 
at 1900 revolutions a minute,

porting on the teste after the plane

Constantinople (JP)— New Tur­ 
key is contemplating an act of 
vandalism which 
history 
would 
not soon forgive her. 
The report is abroad that the 
mighty wails of Byzantium which 
have encircled the 7 hills of Stam- 
boul for 1,600 years, withstood 26 
famous sieges and survived 44 
disastrous earthquakes, are to be 
demolished. 
With the borrowed western slo­ 
gan of "safety first” on his lips, 
the prefect of Constantinople has 
issued a statement that the 13- 
mlle chain of crumbling majestic 
■tone is a menace 
to the gypsy 
hovels crouching under its ram­ 
parts, that the municipality can­ 
not assemble the money needed 
for repairs and that the walls 
mutt therefore be pulled down. 
The statement says that an ef­ 
fort will be made to save some of 
the battlements deemed of a “cer­ 
tain historic Interest,” but the lat­ 
est addition 
to 
the 
Byzantine 
ramparts dates from 1160 A. D. 
and it is difficult to understand 
how the prefect will find any of 
the stones young enough not to be 
“historic.” 
These are the ramparts which 
Schlumberger describes as “more 
grandiose than the walls of Rome, 
more poetic and more savage than 
those of Avignon, infinitely more

As a child Mrs. Garnet Carter 
dreamed of living in a house near 
the home of the “Three Bears,” 
the “Gingerbread House” and the 
haunts of Rip Van Winkle, and 
so the 
woman 
of 
today 
has 
brought this dream into reality. 
Almost 2,000 feet 
above the 
city of Chattanooga, atop the his­ 
toric mountain in a section that 
was once virgin forest. Mrs. Car­ 
ter has created her land of "Once 
upon a Time.” 
A few years ago she obtained a 
small architectural drawing out­ 
fit with which she has designed 
plans for 16 houses. 
The fascin­ 
ation of her work enabled her 
soon to overcome her inexperience 
as a builder. 
Most of the homes that have 
been designed in 
Fairyland 
by 
Mrs. Carter have been built from 
material obtained on the moun­ 
tain. 
“ Robinwood,” the house in 
which she lives and the one she

Washington ()P)—Three men in 
the United States can bridge the 
years with memories at feats of 
arms that reach back into the sha­ 
dows of nearly a century ago. 
One is IOO years of age, the other 
two are 97, and they marched away 
to war when many of the great 
cities of the country were trading 
posts. 
They are the only Amercan sur­ 
vivors of the war with Mexico in 
1848. 
, 
William 
Fitzhugh 
Buckner of 
Paris, Mo., is the centenarian. The 
others are Richard Albert Howard 
of Sterling City, Texas, and Owen 
Thomas Edgar of Washington. 
These three, 
who 
have 
lived 
through the years of the greatest 
development of man in the history 
of the world, bear surprisingly well 
their burden of age. 
Buckner, 
white - bearded 
a n d 
erect, has had a picturesque career. 
He was 20 years of age when he 
enlisted In Company A, First Mis­ 
souri Mounted Volunteers, under 
Colonel Doniphan. 
As a member 
of the expeditionary 
force 
that 
marched 
to 
Mexico 
from 
Fort 
Leavenworth, Kansas, he engaged 
in several important affrays In­ 
cluding the bottle of Toas, N. M. 
Returning from 
army 
life, he 
joined the 'Forty-Niners but 
his 
for told was fruitless. 
One 
milestones in his life 
he drov« <00 head of 
cattle from Missouri to California, 
SSrtS uSStS?land and ,hrou*h 
Returning with his profits, 
he 
entered the mercantile business in 
Paris in 12f>4. 
He later became 
president of the 
Paris 
National 
bank. 
Buckner was born in Caroline 
county, Virginia, January 27, 1828 
Howard was born 
in 
Frederick 
county, Maryland, August 14, i* 3i, 
and he enlisted February i, 1848! 
as a private in Battery G. First 
Regiment of U. S. Artillery, 36th 
Division, and joined his battery at 
Vera Cruz March 20, 1848, remain­ 
ing on duty there until August I, 
when the battery embarked on the 
ship “Iowa” for New York, 
He 
was discharged at Fort Columbus, 
Governor’s Island, New York har­ 
bor, September 15, 1848. 
Howard attributes his longevity 
to abstinence from tobacco, coffee, 
tea and -strong drink, and to vege­ 
tarian habits of eating. 
He came 
Texas in the early '80’s and 


built the first house In SterPng 
City after the town site was laid 
out in 1891. 
He is erect and vigorous. 
His 
hearing is excellent but his sight 
has been impaired for a number 
of years. 
Eight a. rn. ie the usual rising 
time of Edgar, who lives in a semi­ 
public institution in Washington. 
He breakfasts in his room, takes a 
short walk and then usually re­ 
tires to the library where he reads 
the Bible and historical works. 
A stripling of 17, Edgar enlisted 
for the Mexican war in Philadei- 
ph'a and served with a squadron 
in the Gulf of Mexico. 
He has 
lived in Washington since 1864 and 
for SO years prior to his retirement 
was an employe of a local bank.
